Protect Yourself 
Your immune system is not what it 

used to be. Flu and whooping cough 

can lead to pneumonia and other 

serious complications. Get vaccinated 

to avoid hospitalization and time 

away from your family.    

Protect Your Grandkids 
Flu and whooping cough can be very 

serious for kids. Babies are especially 

vulnerable since they are too young to 

be fully vaccinated. Many end up in 

hospitals each year due to flu and 

whooping cough, and some die.

Grandparents Need: 
• Flu vaccine. Get one dose of flu vaccine 

every year to protect against flu. 

• Tdap (tetanus, diphtheria, 

pertussis) vaccine. Get one dose of 

Tdap vaccine to protect against tetanus, 

diphtheria, and whooping cough.
